Production Shows Big Gain in 
cent Y ears—Motorcycle Output 
Alto Takes Big Jump 


The bicycle has come Into its own 
again, according to Uncle Sara. 
Di­ 
rector Sam L. Rogers of the bureau of 
census haa iaaued a report showing 
that the output of bicycles in the 
United St^Ws increased 70.7 per cent 
in num ber and M.l per cent in value 
from 1909 to 1914. in 1909 $33,770 bi­ 
cycles, valued at $3J1*,18» were pro­ 
duced. In 1914 the production rfeached 
398,899 bicycles, with a value of $6,- 
361,229. 
At the same tim e the production qf 
m otorcycles increased In stfll great­ 
er proportions, 
m 1909 only 18,628 
motorcycles were produced, having a 
value of $3,016,988, while in 1914, the 
output had increased to 62,793 motor­ 
cycles, valued at $12,306,447. This rep­ 
resents an increase of 237.1 per cent 
in number and 30$ per cent in value.

If feeding la at the bottom of the 
iroubk. find out the error nnd correct 
it, and the attacks will cease. When 
there Is organic trouble present, the 
case Is more serious. The attack may 
he stopped, but it is likely to recur if 
the underlying cause persists. 
Huch 
arc the convulsions caused by meuiu- 
gttls, or acute inflammation of the 
brain coverings, and by hydrocephalus, 
or w ater pressing 00 the bratn. 
It is unnecessary to describe the 
symptoms, for the most inexperienced 
[►erson knows when a baby Is having 
a convulsion. 
In older people a ten­ 
dency to convulsions Indicates an un­ 
stable nervous system, and that is 
probably true of lufaots who have con­ 
vulsions In consequence of dietary er­ 
rors that would leave stronger chil­ 
dren unaffected. 
Children who have 
convulsion^ in their first year often 
suffer from night terrors, tics, and oth­ 
er signs of nervous instability later in 
life. 
Sometimes convulsions are the 
first signs of an epilepsy that is to 
appear in after ypars. 
The first "thing to do when a baby 
falls Into a convulsion Is to get it 
Into a warm both as quickly aa pos­ 
sible. 
That Is done to relieve blood 
tension and equalize the circulation, 
and to this end It Is well to give cold 
applications to the head at the sam e 
time, , 
Do not hesitate to give the hot hath. 
Borne times inexperienced people who 
dread to make a mistake insist on 
waiting until the doctor comes. 
But 
the hot hath for a baby in convulsions 
can never be a mistake. The doctor 
should be called without delay, be­ 
cause In severe cases the bath must 
be followed by sedative and reliev­ 
ing treatment that he only will know 
how to employ. There Is one Import­ 
ant “don't” to remember—-don’t put 
anything Into pie child's mouth—either 
food, 
medicine or stimulant—while 
you ate waiting for the doctor.— 
Youth’s Companion.
